Washington, June 5. — Reports froa

Washington, June 5.— Captain Jo- 
seph Henry Grimes has made a com- 
plete confession of the part he took in 
aiding the FUlpinoe and thosdocument 
la In the posseesion of the government. 

He is a British subject, born in 
Hongkong, 29 years ago. He was of- 
fice manager at Shanghai £or L. Seit- 
ael it Co. and there became acquainted 
Wfth the agenU of tha Filipino rebel- 
lion. 

On June 7, Grimes firm contracted 
with Agoncillo to supply 5000 Mauser 
rifles, two Maj^lm guns, 1,000,000 car- 
tridges, the steiamer Pasig and provis- 
ions, etc., at a cost of $138,000. The 
outfit was seized by the British author- 
ities at the request of the Spanish con- 
sul. 

"Iliea, says Orlmes. B. F. Sylvester, 

a nifmhf>r of his firm, arranged with 
Edward Bedlo, American consul at 
Canton, to send the arms to that point, 
by meena of a false sale to the Chinese 
government 

The Chinese viceroy was to reject, 
but as it turned out be seized 4,500 
and kept them to suppress p rabellion 
In his own territory. 

Tho local authorities refusing per- 
mission for the Pasig to Fail she was 
transferred from British to American 
register by Consul Bedloe, her name 
changed to the Abbey, and Bedloe 
cleared her -ahd ^e sapplles for the 
Filipinos for Singapore. On August 
27, the Abbey, flying the American 
flag and commanded by Captain O. W. 
Ellis, an American citizen, left Whem- 
poa, 16 miles from. Canton. On board 
was Lewis Leonard Etzfl, the Ameri- 
can citizen whose misisiou it was to 
teach the Filip^ioe hf>F ^ Vge the 
Maxim guna. 

Sylvester, Grimes asserts, falsely 
told him that the facts about the expe- 
dition were known to Admiral Dewey 
and Consul General Wildman. 

The cargo was taken to Santagas, 80 
miles soiath of Ifanllla; and turned over 
to the insurgent governor of that town. 
It consisted of 496 riflee, 50,000 car- 
tridges, two Maxim giins and 2,000 
rounds of Maxim ammunition. 

After discharging the cargo. Grimes 
went to Btcodr, where he met Agui- 
naldo. who said he wanted more am- 
munition. Giinies retiirtd to Hong- 
kong, but was not successful in his 
further plana 

Slyvester visited Agulnaldo and fail- 
ed to conclude a contract with him 
to procure arms in Germany. 

"It will be seen by the above state- 
ment," Grimes says, "that both Sylves- 
ter and Btsel plotted on American soil 
against the American government." 

The Abbey was seized about .Sep- 
tember 25 last by the American reve- 
nue cutter McCuIloch which was at 
tacked to Adjniral pewfy's flotilla. 
Orlmei was nrreited In |^kani« on No 
vember t. '

Dr. Carl Wheeler, formerly of Mays 
lick, waa arreeted Sunday at LezlnRton 

on a charge of desertion preferreii by Col 
Roger Williama, of the Firat Reniment 
Kentucky State Gnarda. The Herald 
thus tells of the caee: "Dr. Wheeler was 
appointed aaaiatant aurgeon of the regi- 
ment aeveral daya ago, and when the reg- 
iment waa ordered to Manchester he was 
ordered to accompany it in lieu of Dr.

'1 did not notify Col. Williams of my 
intentiona because lie was busy at the 
time, and before I saw him the train had 
left. I am extremely sorry that I have 
made a mistake, but I can assure you 
that it waa wholly due to being miain- 
formed aa to the time I would be com- 
pelled tc remain away from my praotloe."
